It is strange how any man who advooates
the recoguition of Cabnn indepsndence or

belligerency, or lovks forward to the annexa-
tion of that islan,d can oppose the aeguisis
tionu of Ban Dowivge., Noone can fatl to see
that the latter is ouly & step toward the for-
mer, aud that meanuwhile it securss at a
cheaper rate mmuy if not all of the advan.
tagen promised by the other. Lt us con-
siger : Cuba might oost us & war in which,
though we shouid uandoubtedly aoquire thut
iglaud, our eommerce would inevitably be
attacked by privateers, as it was during the
Rebellion, and iuovitably with the same
rosults, ‘The expense of the war conld not
be lesn than hundreds of millions, while San
Domingo is offersd to us without a war aud
for a million and s bhalf of money.

Cuba bus & populstion of one million five
hundred thousand, of whom about hall are
white, und one-ifth of these of Spanish birth,
tho lutter nearly all males, and bitterly hos-
tilo to the oreoles, ns well as to annexation;
of the blaeks, two-thirds are slaves, Awmong
these various populations a civil war now
rages slmost unparalleled in barbarity on
both sides, In San Domingo the population
does not exceed s hundred thonsaud, more
than two-thirds of whow are either black or
colored. 1n the one cuse we should huva to
desl with the mixed races, and might find espe-
oiunl difficulty with those of Latin origin,as well
ns with those who would then be recently
emancipated slaves; in the other case, we find
a single race of colored men acoustomod to
freedom, and anxions te be received by na.
The various and numerous populations of
Cuoba would coustitute & new und difoult
problem for our statesmen to solve, and
donbtless complicate our politics; the few
thousand voters whom Baun Domingo would
bring into the Union would be lost in the
overwhelming mujority of natives of the
United States who would rush to the island
when ouce a firmly-established government
and free trade invited the influx of immigra-
tion.

Then, too, Ciuba offers us mno such harbor
a8 Bamana. That of IHavana, althongh fine,
is not comparable in any respect to the fa-
mous port in San Domingo. The one is not
more than three or four miles across in any
direction; the other is thirty miles deep and
ten miles wide; while in location Samana is
infinitely prefernble for the purposes of the

Inited Stutes, Vessels bound for Central
Amerion, the Caribbean sea, Veneznela, (Jo-
lowbia, or the Isthmus, would be obligad to
deviate nearly a thousand miles from thair
course, to coul or repair at Havana, while
Sawana is directly on their road.

The question is, whether to secure all these
great advantages proffered by San Domingo,
&t 8 nominal expeuse, and with the certuinty
of no serions disadvautages afterwards to sot
thewm off, or to incar the risk of a war and all
its sttendaut evils and exponses, and subse.
quently a train of political complieations, in
order to obtain possession of a territory
whioch bas not besn offered us, and o large

ortion of whose inhabitants are known to be
intensely opposed to anvexation. Caba may,
and doubtless will, eventually come to us, but
she is not now ripe for this, nor are we ready
to receive her. San Domingo is knocking at
our door, and every distaut or possible advan-
toge promised by the possession of the one i4
almost certain to acerne immoediately from
the acquisition of the other,

the House of Hepresentatives for two days,
upon the measure for the suppression of
polygamy by criminal process, The debate
was juore interesting as a revelation of the
Congressmen who took part in it than for any
influence it is likely to have upon the com-
munion of the Latter-Day Baints,

Mr, Ward, of New York, was the most
aggressive and conrpicuous champion of the
sanotity of our ﬁmeiﬂ[ relations, and his speech
in support of the bill was egually remarka-
ble for its justice and its tuste. He was
pleased to remark that be ‘‘sxpected to put
gentlemen on their record.” That is to say,
he “‘expected”’ to denounce every Congress-
man a8 the husband, actnal or prospective,
of more than the conveutional quots of
wives, who deolined to assent to the efficucy
or the justice of Mr, Wurd's scheme for put-
ting down Brigham Young, The possibility
thut n man muy sympathize with the objects
of n moasure without thereby approving of
all the details, or even with the scope and
purport of the specific measnre by which it is
proposed to attain that object, seems nover
to suggest itself to minds of the calilsre of
Copgressman Ward's, e wmight profitably
bhave taken a leaf oul of the book of his
literary numesake, the latnented Artamns of
his pame, who has instrooted munkiod that to
Lbea Mormon is its own best punishment,
ard that a Mormon is his own workt enviny.

But, bad as was Mr, Ward, worse rewmatned
behind, My, Blair, of Michigan, rmsed his
shirill pipe on the same gide for the benefit of
his dear and native Bunoombe, and illani-
unted the House with a displuy at onee of
manly sentiment and of historionl learning,
As Ulive, in Thackeray's novel, said of the
letter of his love, we may say of the bleat of
Blair—*The expressions is welegant; the
sentiments is most correct.”  Sowmebody had
ventured to sugpest that it wonld be a bhard-
ship for e¢ven alemale Mormon, who held a
mortgage subgequent to the first and logal
one upon the devetion of bher lord, to be
turned out upon the descrts of Deseret with
out even heor former fragment of a mur-
ringo-bed whercin to lay her bead. Hin
Blair put to contusion by aiting the condact
of “Uromwell" *uu o up the con-
vents,” and divecting the wretohed inmntes
“Gio spin, yo jodes, go spin.” The trivial
ciremiustance  that  the dissolution of the
wonnsteries ocourred & century before Crow-
well's time does not in the lenst affect the
argument of the excellent Mr. Bluir, and in-
deed it would be rash to acense him of igno-
rance of it, sinco it is casy to see how absurd
it would seem, in an exposition of the evils
of polygumy, to gquole with any approbation
the conduct of the real anthor of the spolia-
tion of religions houses, that excessively
warried monarch, the hexagynons Henry.

On the other hand, it is pleasing to tind,
with something of the same surprise as
Baillle Jarvie noted “‘some glimmerings of
senge in thut Dongal erenture,” the dawn of
intelligence in the durkened mind of Schenck,
That legislator touched the wmnatter with a
necdle when he told the House that the Pa.

THE BENATE AND THE CHIEF JURTIOL,

Nothing hus of late oocurred to show more
clowrly the morsl disorganization of our day
than the talk which is found in the press, aond
whiokl has by no mesus been vonfined to the
press alone, in regard to the late legal-tender
devivion of the Bupreme Court. The very
snggestion of oblaining b new decision by
the means l.mpum-nl, wis An outrage on all
the nationn] ideas of respuet for law, nod the
oulrage was tho greater hovansn there seamy
to have been no ||-a’1111-|l‘ unsasiness to ju '-H.II"Y
or gxonse it, A few pobiticiuns and moueyed
corporutions slone bave mwnade all the noise
that hus been heard, It is trne that n
purt of the lugal profession—certain mem-

bers of the beneh and bar who had
strongly committed themselves to the
principle  of legnl-tender daring  the

war—were angry with Chief Jostics Chass for
overmuling their opluion, for whick, if it was
mistaken st all, be was himself principally
responsible; but the bar does not conspire
ngainst the besch, This is the work of politi-
oints,  The schemo of reversing the decision
was 8 politienl intrigus, based on the well-
kuown fancy of the Senate for grasping at
power, and on the notorious dislike of Sena-
torsé for the Chief Justice, So far as the
publie is concerned, there has not been n
Lreath of popular discontent to justify any
politicn]l movesent; sud yot grave men have
doubted the result; Senators have freely ex-
rn-unml their opinion that the demsion wonld
e reversed; Congressmen have furionsly de-
nouneed it as rivalling the Dred Scots deei-
sion in bud pre-eminence; and, worst of all,
it Lins been assomed, a8 & matter of course,
that Justices Miller, Bwayne, and Davis would
consent to join in this eunspiracy to degrade
their own dignity,

All thisis probably empty talk; but, if the
Republican Senators and leaders are wise,
they will put a stop to the discwssion at once.
Nothing can be wore discreditable to them
than to encoursge clumor of this kind, If
any of them gravely entertain the iden of
pressing the intrigue to a result, they had
better not confess it, There are many rea-
sons why this issue is 4 very unfavorable ons
for the Senule to choose as the basis of its
usenlt on the Chief Justics or on the Supreme
Court. 'The decision in the cave of Hepbnrn
ve, Griswold bas u very narrow scope, so far
w5 the principle of legal tender is concerned,

rights, It s not insisted that the court has
decided wrongly a8 to t8e fuots, but only that
it hud vo right to decide ot all.

Put if the decision wers overruled, the
result, 8o far as legul temder is concerned,
must be to estublish the principle thut not
ouly the Chief Justice’s law bat his facts are
eorrect, nud u-.um-r]nsnll_y the Qourt will be
cormpelled to sffirm, what every one knows to
he false, that the application of legal tender
Lo past contrnots wus ensentinl to the predar-
vation of the country.

sequently the pormanent suppression of these
sume rights may be effected by implying s
declaration, never once suggested, of an exi-
gency that is wholly imaginary.

We repeat that Senntors had better reflect
long bLetore attempting to overthrow the
Ohief Justice’s decision. The ground they
will be driven to tule is neither solid nor
well chosen. If cnocessful, they will find
thempelves in n still more hazardous position,
and, as they well know, the Chief Justice is
more dangerous to them as a politician than
be is au a lawyer.
